The Berlin Congress. 

Beri, July 13.—The Congress 
held its last sitting to-day. The pro- 
ceedings begun at 2:30 and ended at 
4o'clock. The treaty was signed by 
alithe Plenipotentiaries alphabetically. 
The secretaries attended previously at 
1 o’clock in the afternoon to affix the 
Plenipotentiaries’ seals to each copy. 
The proceedings terminated with a 
grand Court dianer this evening at 
Whitehall palace. Crown Prince Fred- 
erick William congratulated the illus- 
trious statesman upon the realization 
of his hopes, that the blessings of 
peace crowned their efforts. He de- 
‘clared that Germany’s co-operation 
can be counted on for ali that tends to 
secure and preserve this great benefit. 
The only absentees from the banquet 
were Lord Beaconsfield and Gortscha- 
koff. The German semi-official press 
publish long pzans of rejoicing and 
triumphiog on the signature of the 
treaty of peace. 

- Lonpon, July 13.—The treaty of 
peace cuatains fifty-eight artic'es. The 
Ti nes’ version, declared at Berlin to 
be unauthentic—contains fifty-seven 
articles and makes no mention of two 
important questions, namely: the Dar- 
danelles and Armenia. It is probably. 
an early copy obtained before final re- 
vision, Its first twelve articles relate 
to Bulgaria, which is constituted an 
autonomic tributary, principally under 
the'suzerainty of the Sultan, with a 
Christian government and _ national 
militis. These articles further regu- 
late the election of a Prince by the 
notables at Tirnova. -Articles 13 to 
21 inclusively relate to'the pew prov- 


inee called Eastern Rovwmelia,south of 


the Balkans, which is placed under the 
military aod political authority of the 
Sultan, with, however, a Christian 
Governor, and in conditions of auton- 
omous administration. The Governor 
is to be appointed by the Porte, with 
the assent of the Powers, for five 
years.

A correspondent of the Sacramento 
Record-Union describes the largest 
body of water in Nevada as follows: 
“Pyramid lake itself is an object of 
interest. Lake Tahoe is the cradle of 
the Truckee river. Pyramid lake is 
its grave. Here, after a brief but 
rapid career, it sinks in quiet slumber. 
No drop finds its way to the ocean, 
unless. by some subterranean outlet. 
There is not another body of water 40 
miles long and 15 miles wide in the 


- United States so little known or seen 
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by so fewas this. It is much larger 
than Tahoe, which it resembles in its 
enormous depth, but not in the purity 
and beauty of its waters. It takes its 
name from a number of pillar like 
rocks that rise in solid columns, 300 
or 400 feet wh hight, swelling out at 
the top into caps or heads, something 
of a mushroom shape. They are 
white in color, and exceedingly pic- 


turesq ue.

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& THE INDIAN WAR. 


The Umatilla Indians Join the Hostiles 
—Guv. Chadwick Calls Out 300 Vol- 
unteers. 


PortreaND, July 13th.—The follow- 
ing startling news is just received here 
from Pendleton, under date of July 
12th, from J. B. Keeny. The dispatch 
is directed to Governor. Chadwick: 


‘*The hostile Indians are in force on 
the reservation. George Coggon, of 
Portland, and Al. Bunker, of La 
Grande, were shot this afternoon about 
six miles from here. An escort sent 
after them got as far as Chief Wincum- 


snoot’s farm, when they were attacked 
and compelled to return after exchang- 
ing a number of shots. The Indians 
are about 160 strong. The Umatillas 
are uadoubtedly fighting with them. 
Major Connoyer was with the fn 
attacked. They think they killed one 
Indian, as he was seen to fall from his 
horse.”’ 

Governor Chadwick has called for 
300 volunteers. . The proclamation 
calling out volunteers, in substance, 
‘recites the condition of affairs; that 
all the friendly Indians will go to the 
hostiles when they find they can be 
successful against the whites; that all 
friendly Indians, with few exceptions, 
are midnight allies of the hostiles, and 
aid them in removing stolen stock and 
plunder; that their promises and 
pledges of friendship cannot be relied 
upon, and that they have misled the 
settlers and soldiers and have acted 
as spies and scouts for the hosmles. 
He further cautions volunteers against 
doing any act not justified by custom 
governing modern warfare. The men 
will all be raised in eastern Oregon. 

The following letter has just been 
received at Umatilla by Governor 
Chadwick, by courier from Pendle: 
ton: 

‘The troops under Captain Miles 
are now fizhting about two miles 
above the agency with Indians. They 
have been fighting forthe last two 
hours. The Indians are on the river 
near their general camping place. 
Almost all the Umatillas are supposed 
to be in the fight. Al. Bunker has 
just got in. Coggon has not been 
found yet. Should the Indians get 
the best of Captain Miles we will all 
undoubtedly have to tight. There,are 
over {Xm herc who nase ip arms 
of any kind.” 


Political Notes. 
WASHINGTON, July 13.—The Demo- 
cratic Congressional Committee have 
not yet made any great preparations 
for the coming canvass this fall. Mem- 
bers who have hetofore subscribed hb- 


erally to the general fund, state that 


their means will be applied locally 
this year in aiding to return represent- 
atives from close districts, which they 
regard as a more effective mode of 
campaigning than by the circulation 
of political documents. Members of 
the committee say that hard times 
make it difficult to collect any money 
for political purposes. 

Litre Rock, Arkansas, July 13.— 
The Greenback State Convention met 
to-day, and after appointing a State 
Central Committee, with authority to 
place in the field a State ticket, ad- 
journed.

The Improvement of Cyprus. 

Lonpon, July 13.—The government 
appears busy with details of military 
and civil establishments in Cyprus. 
The papers announce the appointment 
of postmasters and other officials. 
General Sir Garnet Woolsey has 
already under consideration a scheme 


of a financial company for introducing 
railroads. Arrangements are being 
made fora submarine cable to Alex 
andria, which gives direct communica- 
tion with England. Among the 
schemes brought to the surface by 
English occupation of Cypress is the 
Euphrates valley railway. The Duke 
cf Sutherland and others are in active 
communication with the government 
on the subject, and it is stated if 
within a reasonable time it appcars 
that the Anglo-Tuarkish convention is 
successful, it is pos-ible the couatry 
will be asked to give « guarantee for 
the proposed railway.

THE STATE FAIR. 

It is becoming apparent tu every one 
that Carson is disposed to push herself 
ahead irrespective of the rights of any 
one else. Citizens of Reno in the 
year 1872 inaugurated a State Agri- 
cultural Society. Citizens of other 
counties came to our aid, believing 
that Nevada should have an institu- 
tion of the kind. The society thus 
inaugurated has endured reverses, and 
it has been an up-hill journey, The 
improvement of grounds and the con- 
struction of buildings has made a 
large expenditure of money necessary 
during each year of the society's life, 
and the institution is now for the first 
time in a position where it can move 
forward without any addition to its 
property. It has, in other words, but 
just begun tolive. It was the intention 
at some future day, to make the so- 
ciety essentially and officially a State 
institution, and it was hoped that Ne- 
vada would have a State Agricultural 
Society worthy of her name and rank 
among the States. The society needs, 
however, the support of the entire 
State.

We are not fear- 
ing that such a move will succeed, but 
we would like to show the Carsonites 
wherein their action is. ungenerous 
and unfruitful. For the city of Car- 
son to have spring and fall races is 


just the thing, and we shall wish her 
all success. To attempt, however, a 
State fair as against Reno is all wrong. 
We can work together, and should do 
go. If Carson refuses to be honorable 
we will lock horns. 

In the Tribune of Saturday we find 
this choice bit: ‘*Carson has as much 
right to hold a State fair as Reno, and 
by the great hornspoons she will hold 
it, the Alexanders, the Chamberlains 
and the devil to the contrary, 
notwithstanding.” This item isa suf- 
ficient illustration of the animus which 
rules Carson in this matter. The 
State fair will be held at Reno and 
notatCarson. The citizens of Washoe 
may perhaps rest easy because the 
best citizens of Carson do not indorse 
any such unprincipled movement.

There is great excitement in Wis- 
consin over the tramp nuisance. Va- 
grants are capturing trains and de- 
manding rides free and committing all 
sorts of excesses. Vigorous measures 
will be passed by city and State 
authorities. 

Six steamships, which will sail 
for Europe Saturday, have not enly 
full cargoes of freights, but the agents 
have had to decline much that has 
been offered. The freight taken is 
principally grain, but there is a large 
shipment of live cattle, horses and 
fresh beef. 

A decree has been promulgated for 
holding an election for Deputies to 
represent Cuba in the Spanish Cortes. 
It provides that Cuba shall have a 
Deputy for every 40,000 free inhabit- 
ants. The Deputies must be Span- 
iards and Laymen, not under twenty- 
five years of age. 

Congressman Horace Davis of Cali- 
fornia considers the outlook for con- 
tinued rapid progress in the movement 
to restrict Chinese immigration highly 
satisfactory, and feels not only san- 
guine, but absolutely confident, that 
final legislative action of the desired 
character will be taken by Congress 
next winter. 


DAGGETT ON THE BULLION TAX 
QUESTION. 


We were absent from the State when 
the contest over the bullion tax Dill 
was made in the Legislature of 1877. 
We have t.oubled ourselves very little 
iu regard to it because the condition 
of affairs has entirely changed since 
then. We heard the dying spasms of 
the fury which followed the contest 
and heard the one side argue that, 
from the uncertainty ef the law and 
the distress of this county, the busi- 
ness men here very generally advised 
the passage of the bill, aud from the 
other that it was a bonanza trick to 
avoid a just assessment. It was a 
question of expediency, which has 
happily passed; but the constitution, 
which is not a question of expediency, 
remains, and that very clearly points 
out what must be done in relation to 
taxation. Our judgment is that, in 
cousideration of the enormous surplus 
in the State Treasury, taxation of all 
kinds ought to be reduced for the en- 
suing year. We think that perhaps 
this might have been done some 
months ago had not men’s passions 
outran their cooler judgment But 
this reduction in taxation should uot 
be alone for the benetit of the mines, 
but for taxable property. generally 
throughout the State. The mines 
should be made to bear an equal bur- 
den of the* general taxation; precisely 
as prescribed by the constitution— 
this, and nothing more. 


Shooting Affray at Carlin. 

A dispatch from Carlin, dated July 
13th says: Last evening about 6 
o’clock, Richard Richardson, a colored 
man, shot L. M. Huntsman, a restau- 
rant ‘and saloon keeper.
